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The Kennedy-Humphrey Debate 


Talk Sense Talk Politics?

May 1960, Senator John Kennedy 
Massachusetts and Senator Hubert Humphrey 


Minnesota engaged nationwide television debate 


Charleston, West Virginia. Both men were compet- 


ing for the Democratic presidential nomination. Both 
were seeking the primary votes their listeners 
within the state. rather pleasant exchange opinion 
took place but actual debate occurred. Imagery, 


instead clash, was the principal difference between 
the two men. Each sought establish his notion 
the ideal candidate and then show how himself 
fulfilled that image. the fall election year 
when repeated exposure political speaking 
virtually inevitable, examination such imagery 
seems appropriate. 

speaker may reveal his feelings audience 
several ways. The ideas presents, the way 
presents them, and how delivers speech may all 
substantially contribute the impression wishes 


make his listeners. Now one these factors 
was relatively unimportant Charleston. There was 
significant difference between the speech delivery 
the two Senators, perhaps, because there was 
live audience attendance the studio. Two facets 


the debate, then, remain analyzed: the ideas 
presented, and the manner which they were pre- 
sented. upon these two areas that this analysis 
will focus. 

Senator Humphrey’s image the ideal presidential 
candidate easier grasp than that Senator 
Kennedy. For Humphrey leaves room for doubt 
where stands. The Democratic Convention 
Los Angeles, maintains, “is going want 
candidate who will take this battle the Republicans, 
who will speak unequivocally, who will stand 
the platform, who will able wage battle 
against Mr. Nixon, the Republican nominee, and who 
will not back off you believe that vigorous, 
hard-hitting, constructive action required, you know 
record, and hope find your man.” 

Kennedy’s views, contrast, are somewhat more 
difficult reconstruct. Nowhere the debate does 
spell out his conception the ideal candidate. 
Nevertheless image does emerge, one quite distinct 
from that his fellow debater. Kennedy speaks not 
politics but the Presidency office. 
talks not carrying the battle the Republicans 


but bringing leadership the nation. His the 
role conservative judgement and considered opinion. 


brief, while Humphrey seeks sell himself 


vigorous partisan, Kennedy presents the image 


cautious, intelligent leader all the people. One 
might even say that the debate Charleston 
Kennedy was presidentially oriented. 


Personal qualification was significant theme 


the speeches both men. Having established 
image, each proceeded show what made him the 
best man for the job. Senator Humphrey made three 
separate efforts along these lines. 


audience, first, that knew what meant poor 


(an appeal his opponent obviously could not make). 
state with the largest unemployment rate 
the nation, this form identification was effectively 
calculated win listener support. Secondly, Humphrey 
stressed his famous eight hour interview with Premier 


Khrushchev. one could doubt that foreign affairs 
would crucial, perhaps the most crucial, issue 
the campaign. Surely man understood 
America’s major rival, the Soviet Union, would 
important contender reckon with. Thirdly, 
Humphrey sought re-affirm his devotion 
loyal Democrat: pledge whole hearted and 
active support any forward-looking Democrat who 
may win the nomination, and mean that 
friend, John Kennedy, well. Richard Nixon must 
not the next President the United States.” 
short, Mr. Humphrey started out poor; 
eight hours with Soviet dictator; and will fight 
for any Democrat who wins the nomination. His 
qualifications are economic, verbal, 
Senator Kennedy, befitting the image 
established, used quite different set appeals. 
the outset his remarks, Kennedy noted his eighteen 
years government service. President who 
man judgement obviously must also man 
experience. The ability respect courage wherever 
manifests itself was Kennedy’s second appeal. 
the author Profiles Courage, bestseller devoted 
the courageous acts American Senators, Kennedy 
combined personal authority with voter appeal 
most effective way: “If there one quality that 
think this state can justly proud of, the 
quality courage. More men from West Virginia 
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lost their lives the Korean War than from any 


state the union its size. More West Virginians 


served World War than for any state its 
This state that has sent men die 
every section the The Senator goes 
note instances courage closer home: “Here 


the state West Virginia you have have courage 


work the basic industry this state, coal-mining. 


Eight West Virginians die the coal mines this 
state every Respect for the deeds past 
and present citizens the state Kennedy’s theme. 


Thirdly, the junior Senator from Massachusetts 


stresses his appreciation for the opportunity learn 


about the people’s problems firsthand. Experience, 
respect, and gratitude form the nucleus Kennedy’s 
references himself. 


The content matter the speeches reveals two 
further phases image-making. One these the 


prevailing theme the speaker’s remarks. Senator 
Kennedy assumes the role affirmative debater; 
that is, his remarks are primarily constructive. 
presents need for change and supplies program 


meet that need. Senator Humphrey’s remarks are 


oriented quite another direction; with him, the 
paramount theme anti-Republicanism. 
that the negative debater attacking status quo 
administraion Washingon. 


And finally, the attention given each speaker 


the program advocates lends clue the image 
wants his hearers have him. Senator Kennedy 
devotes four minutes his second five minute speech 
detailed explanation six point program. 
solve West Virginia’s problems, Kennedy recommends 
better diet for those relief, higher unemployment 
compensation benefits, passage the Area Redevelop- 
ment Bill, more and larger defense contracts, approval 
the Coal Research Bill, and labor-management 
committees meeting with government representatives 


solve technological unemployment due auto- 
mation. Humphrey, however, briefly mentions his 
for solving state problems the final 
paragraph his speech. Politics rather than program 
appears his aim. 

Another facet the debate merits attention. This 


is, broadly speaking, the manner which they pre- 
sented their views. Take for example, the way each 


man organized his speeches. Kennedy carefully 
need argument and later followed 
with series proposed changes. Humphrey’s 
are differently structured. Instead 
simple problem-solution arrangement, Humphrey pre- 


sented series vaguely related debating points 
designed point out the shortcomings the Repub- 
lican Administration. 

The candidates’ use evidence again demonstrates 
disparity manner. Kennedy seems assume that 


whenever makes assertion, one more examples 
must follows. When asserted that the Presidency 


the key office the land, for instance, cited 
several Presidential functions examples what 
meant. Statistics are Kennedy’s most common form 
speech support; they appeared twenty eight times

According him, 
has been substituted for leadership and 
mediocrity for principle. Slogans have been offered 
place programs, and public relations instead 
genuine public service.” Epigrams and slogans, like 


those accuses his opponents using, typify Hum- 
phrey’s remarks. Examples and statistics predominate 
Kennedy’s. 

Even language and sentence structure distinguish 
the two. The words Kennedy uses are the common, 


every day variety, once comprehensible. His style 
speaking plain and unadorned, yet smooth flow- 
ing. His sentence structure shows signs pre-planning 
without being stilted. Even grade school student 
might have grasped Kennedy’s meaning. 


Humphrey’s style variance with his competi- 
tor’s. His speeches clearly reflect the stamp the 
platform orator. His choice words colorful, con- 
notative; the modern sense, rhetorical. There 
rhythm his remarks. Lengthy sentences are made 
comprehensible through the frequent use parallel 
construction. His thoughts are often catchy, some- 
times florid. And taken whole, Humphrey’s style 
speaking much the more artistic the two. 
Humphrey pays price for this 
several times seems lose track his thought 
mid-stream. Yet clearly approximates the political 
orations the past much more fully than his op- 
ponent does. 


summary, the two men present remarkably dif- 
ferent images. Humphrey appears the vigorous 
politician who wants lead the party victory 
November over the government Wash- 
ington. Perhaps the fact that only registered Demo- 
crats could vote the forthcoming primary was fore- 
most his thinking. What Humphrey said and the 
manner which said reminds one nothing

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WHY NOT SPEECH?

Why it, this modern day and age, that the 
teaching Speech, one the oldest academic dis- 
ciplines the world and one the original Seven 
Liberal Arts, has fight for and continually justify 
its position the high school and college curriculum? 
The answer this question has bothered through- 
out more than thirty years teaching Speech, both 
secondary schools and colleges and universities. 
still not know the answer. only know that the re- 
sistance still there, and that our newly-found in- 
terest science and scientific education, that resist- 
ance increasing the point where not only are new 
courses speech training not being introduced into 
curricula, but those that are now firmly established 
and have been effectively functioning over period 
years are being subjected the pressure 
cation their academic existence” school authori- 
ties. Why? 


CICERO OUTLINES THE TRAINING 
ORATOR 


Anyone who all familiar with the history 
education knows that the teaching public speaking 
has been integral part academic curricula for 
almost twenty-five hundred years. Isocrates, sometime 
around 400 B.C., made the heart and core his 
school curriculum and developed the concept the 
“orator-statesman” the political leader Greek 
Democracy. the year B.C., Cicero, his 
Oratore, not only clearly delineated what considered 
the necessary training the orator, but also 
enunciated the precept that the great orators are the 
potential leaders any society and that frequently the 
very fate the nation rests upon their shoulders. 


Modern history has more than demonstrated the 
soundness this precept. Witness the effect the 


speeches Hitler upon the German nation, Stalin 
upon Russia, and Mussolini upon Italy. Add 


these Churchill’s ability rally England victory 
his ability speak effectively, courageously, and in- 
spirationally time when all seemed lost. Witness 


the effect upon the American people that Roosevelt 


produced with his “the only thing have fear 
fear speech when the depression the thirties 


was beating them into utter defeat. Cicero was 
National destiny the hands the great speakers 


the time. The Isocratean concept the Orator- 
Statesman still sound. 


The history American education shows that 
least the beginnings this nation believed 
the soundness speech training. matter 
record that graduates the early American universi- 
ties were required give oration Latin part 
the graduation requirements. that Speech all 
right Latin, but not academically respectable 

forget that one the first text books ever 
written was Art Rhetoric (rhetoric, then, being 
synonymous with public speaking) authored Corax 
about 466 B.C.? That the first book ever written 
the Latin language was Rhetoric Hermagorus; 
That one the first books ever written the English 
language was Leonard Cox’s Arts and Crafts Rheth- 
oryk published before 1530? These “firsts” surely have 
some educational significance beyond the fact that 
they were

the early Greeks, then the Romans, then the 

English, and then the American Founders believed that 


instruction public speaking (rhetoric) was essential, 
why this present day resistance it? 


Certainly there never has existed time the 
history our own nation when there was greater 
need for training effective public speaking, based 
upon the five Classical Canons Rhetoric, than there 
today. Yet where are our modern Ciceros, Demos- 
thenes, Pitts, Foxes, Burkes, Hamiltons, Websters, 
Calhouns, Clays, Henrys, Churchills, and Roosevelts? 
are engaged today one the greatest and most 
vicious wars have ever experienced. This isn’t 


for men’s minds. not fight between drawn 
armies battling death. war words, conflict 
ideas, fight between ideologies. are losing that 


war every way, can believe what read, hear, 
and Yet America believe that truth our 


side and that the other side represents falsehood, pagan- 
ism, and eventual slavery. 
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Nearly twenty-five hundred years ago, Aristotle 
admonished his speak the truth, not 
for any moral reason, but because the truth stronger 
than falsehood. who has truth his side already 
has the advantage his adversary argument. 
Centuries later, Saint Augustine told his clergy col- 
leagues that fighting paganism the truth was 
their side, and that they lost the battle Christiani- 
ty, they had only themselves blame. order win, 
they needed only present stronger case for truth 
than their opponents did for falsehood. 

Why, then, with truth our side, are the 
twentieth century losing the battle words—the 
battle between the idologies Democracy and Com- 
munism? because don’t know how present 
better case for Democracy than our opponents can for 
Communism? that have tried substitute 
dollars and American “know-how” for effective com- 
munication ideas; substituted economic pressures 
and for the real discovery all the 
available means persuasion the particular in- 
stance. that don’t know how analyze our 
choose sound ideas based upon sufficient and 
fool-proof evidence that gives rise logical conclusions 
that are irrefutable, cast those ideas into understand- 
able and effectively communicable language, and de- 
liver them the proper audience skillful manner? 
Training the canons rhetoric would improve our 
chances doing this. Why, then, with all the evi- 
dence have available that training public 
speaking the very heart core—the warp and 
educational something “nice” have the 
curriculum have the time and space, and some- 
thing that are already doing teaching English, 
putting play two year, sponsoring de- 
team? that think that knowledge pro- 
duces ability communicate that knowledge per se? 
so, are guilty dangerous and fallacious as- 
sumption. that think that training public 


do, are completely the tremendous contrib- 
ution general education and personal effectiveness 
that training public speaking makes. 


THE FUN€TION SPEECH TRAINING 


What this contribution? Perhaps that question 
could answered better asking this way: What 
the unique function training speech: What does 
speech teach that taught nowhere else the curric- 
ulum? 

First, let define what mean 
follows: Speeth the integration spoken words, 
voice, and action for the purpose effective and ac- 
communication ideas and feelings. That is, 


Speech involves the use language (any language will 
do—French, German, English, Spanish, Greek, 


Latin), vocalized (that is, orally produced), and ac- 
companied bodily action (gestures, movement, 
facial expressions, etc.) for the purpose communicat- 
ing others (not just expressing but communicating) 
how the speaker feels and what thinks. The com- 
municative techniques, course, include planning and 
selecting material. They include adapting that material 
particular audience and thinking through the 
material sure that the speaker communicating 
his own ideas. The communicative techniques include 
organizing that material that the audience can fol- 
low trains thought without effort and setting 
those ideas good, acceptable oral style that im- 
mediately clear the listener because states exactly 
the meaning the speaker wishes communicate. The 
communicative techniques include stating those ideas 
such interesting manner that the attention the 
audience held, the vocalizing the words with just 
the right inflection portray shades meaning and 
with sufficient clarity articulation immediately 
and easily understood, and with enough volume 
effortlessly heard everyone the audience. 

When speech (as defined) taught with proper 
objectives mind, and the correct methodology 
employed achieve these objectives, its unique func- 
tion the educational process the improvement 
the student’s skill any all the all 
speech situations: (a) his ability think, (b) his 
ability organize ideas, (c) his vocal clarity, audibili- 
ty, and pleasantness, (d) his ability use controlled, 
purposeful, and voluntary bodily action, (e) his habitu- 
use grammatically correct and effective oral 
style, and (f) his achievement personal poise and 
control. 

Its second unique function the 
student the effective synthesis his knowledge 
for the purpose making that knowledge socially 
negotiable. making speeches the classroom the 
student draws upon his knowledge history, econ- 
omics, geography, science, mathematics, sociology, etc., 
for his speech materials. literally forced bring 
together and into proper focus knowledge which has 
thus far, him, been categorized and pigeonholed 
This synthesis knowledge produces with- 
the student new concepts, relationships, attitudes, 


beliefs, behavior patterns, and perhaps for the first 


time his educational experiences, awareness 
the utilitarian value knowledge. 

short, the contribution, the unique function 
training speech improvement the individual’s 
skill independent thinking, originality, and imagin- 
ative creativity through the teaching the Classical 
Canons rhetoric for the purpose preserving and 
improving free, democratic society. submit that 


this small educational contribution. deserves 
active interest the part our educators and those 
who believe and support our educational processes. 
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When The Engineer Speaks

cal presentations before professional groups 
part his self-expression professional man. His 


technical thought must also addressed his own 
colleagues, the management his company, and 
that company’s customers—all regular part 


his job. 


know that the engineer commonly stereotyped 


inarticulate fellow who reasons with the help 
slide rule and confides his thoughts graph 
paper and the drawing board. Even reject the 
stereotype mere caricature, must acknowledge 


that caricature something—a basic reality 


that the caricature stereotype represents dis- 
torted but recognizable form. After all, the engineer 
not the same breed cat the lawyer, the 
teacher, the clergyman, the salesman, any other 


type who earns his living largely the use words. 


The engineer—as designer builder techni- 
cal man—is neither trained nor required think 
words: his mental processes are largely mathemati- 


his keep solving mathematical 


problems. 

The consequences this preoccupation with the 
material characteristics things are natural enough, 
though are not helpful the engineer when 


has convince persuade “sell” audience. 
the first place, there tendency regard 
problem persuasion essentially problem 
exposition: that is, “let the facts speak for them- 
selves, and never mind all the fancy talk.” the 
second place, and corollary, there tendency 


toward impatience with the mechanics stagecraft, 
the limitations the graphic arts, and the techniques 
effective presentation. These tendencies can some- 


times unite defeat good cause for lack per- 
suasive communication, valid useful idea can 


lost transit the right means are not used 
carry from the mind the speaker the mind 
the listener. 


right thinking that these tendencies exist 


the minds most engineers, and right also 
thinking that would not good sense try 


make salesman out what properly technical 
man, then think follows reasonably enough that 
the industrial employer the engineer should pro- 
vide with specialized assistance his public 
speaking assignments. What needed fulltime 


specialist effective presentation—a technical writer 
—who can help the engineer meet his speaking obliga- 
tions without detracting from his essential nature 


designer, 


The only prerequisite that should insisted upon 


recognition that the presentation specialist 
authentically specialist, and, such, entitled 


explains the facts people outside his 


specialty. large industrial concern, this recogni- 
tion should forthcoming from management and 
accepted the engineer when time for him 


speak. 


SPEECH AIMS AND AUDIENCE ANALYSIS 


When the engineer speaks, the first thing 
settled the question what trying say. 
this not mean, “What the conclusion 


wants his audience Or, “What the action 


wants his audience take?” There difference. 
merely wants his audience accept fact 
that the welded wire matrix superior printed 
wiring, then engaged exposition, explana- 
tion, and his aim expound facts and the logical 
implications those facts, nothing more, The facts 
will, great extent, argue for him presents 
them clearly enough and fully enough cover the 
subject (and assuming that But 
trying show that the Air Force should buy 


one type electronic counter-measures equipment 
rather than another, his aim persuasion and 
will have add persuasive arguments—many them 


psychological rather than technlolgical simply 
logical—to his appeal. 
Once the nature the message 


audience analysis another essential. makes 
great deal difference whether the audience con- 


sists engineers and scientists already steeped 


the subject under discussion, managerial types 
who are more interested what piece gear 
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will do, what will cost, and when they can have 
it. Not impossibly, the audience will include both 
types, which case there arises the problem 


covering the subject between two levels, neither bor- 


ing the managers with too much technical detail nor 


affronting the scientists with too many generalities. 
The engineer and the technical writer can enjoy 
useful collaboration—resulting effective pres- 


entation—if they start isolating the message and 


identifying the audience, and move from there 


plan the strategy and tactics the occasion with 
relation these starting points. 
The technical writer must his homework very 


stand the technical content the presentation, even 


this involves asking number elementary 
versed the products and technology the concern 


which employs him that requires little instruction 


from the engineer. But practically can assumed 
that the engineer will supply the bulk the content 


and the presentation man will provide the form. 
WRITTEN TEXT? 


When the content the message has been fairly 


well established, the usual next step get down 


paper. Here arises the hoary old argument, out- 
lines versus complete text. may well make 
bones about it: believe preparing complete 


text and working from that throughout, There are 


several reasons for this. First, the preparation 


talk, useful have definite body words 
that represents the complete thought the speaker. 
Only with such text available can the presentation 


analyzed, criticized, and revised efficiently, either 


for form for content. Second, only with written 


text can you sure that every relevant point has 
been covered, and covered both accurately and 
reasonable proportions. Third, there are many pos- 


sibilities man’s obscuring his own meaning 


poor choice words when facing audience 


that has great advantage the phrasing 
his thoughts has been workec out thoroughly 
advance. This true even speaks extempo- 


taneously, with only occasional references his text; 


has anchor windward case memory 
lapse gush nervousness. 

The commonly cited objection preparing full 
text that the speaker should not monotonously read 


aloud his audience. course shouldn’t. 


you will see, expect him become familiar with 
his text that can speak conversationally. 

The text more than talking-script for use the 
day the presentation. the definition the 


presentation, the guide all the action that 


will need taken. particular, should set forth 
the requirements for visual aids very specifically. 


Thus, serves two purposes: supplies the lines 
spoken, and gives directions for what will appear 
visually. more like the script play movie 


two kinds action oral and visual. 


mentioned earlier that the engineer such has 
special professional training the use the 
spoken word. Professionally doesn’t think words. 


Man more than mind, however, and the engineer’s 


entire personality can turned advantage 


his text written for him, and nobody else, 
expression his own character and thought. 
introverted and inarticulate man naturally, then 


necessary dig him out his shell and 
desirable not get him too far out: certain degree 


shyness can appeal audience modesty, 
and gain sympathetic hearing accordingly. the 
speaker free-wheeling extrovert, may neces- 


sary tone him down and guard against ill-advised 


extemporizations that could obscure his meaning 


land him other difficulties. Whatever the person- 
ality, the text should express its best, taking 
care avoid weak points wherever possible. 


One case history, way illustration, 


Last year one our younger engineers had give 
half-hour talk representatives aircraft com- 
pany, explaining complicated radar data-gathering 
system proposed install aircraft. The first 


time heard his talk, could tell was dire 


need rewriting. was diffuse, incomplete, 


technical detail, and unclear. also suffered from 
that common disease technical writing—mortal 
aversion plain statement fact. 


own approach was lay aside the text and 


ask him explain his data-gathering system 


that would understand it. warned him that 
not electronic engineer, and that should re- 
member was talking layman. turned out 


perfectly easy understand his explanation, 


once himself understood that had clear, 


simple, the benefit the 
uninstructed! asked him few questions amplify 
this point that, and worked out black- 


board the diagrams needed illustrate some 


the problems operating his system combat en- 
vironment. Then put together text that sounded 
more like him than his own text had—because this 
time ear was pretty well trained the way 


naturally spoke, and the right choice words was 


usually obvious enough. was natural spellbind- 
er; was not gifted with particularly good voice 
impressive appearance; but his talk was one 
the most effective the whole presentation because 


was clear, simple, natural-sounding, and forceful 


the subject and the personality the speaker al- 
lowed be.

ation generation increasing corpus knowledge, 
beliefs, superstitions, and discoveries, the form 


Among all the pro- 
fligate forms multiple creation, man alone can 
truly speak.

human possess all the attributes essential hu- 
mnity; and most conspicuous such attributes the 
power symbolic speech. 

The ability speak essentially and uniquely 
characteristic human beings that equally dif- 
ficult either discuss speech without considering all 
aspects thought and action characterize human 
psychology and culture without frequent reference 
the effects symbolic expression. Man’s nature 
profoundly shaped the ability talk that the 
pervasive influence this characteristic never can 
wholly traced. There form intellectual 
specialization, from mathematics philosophy, which 
does not base conclusions about man’s rational, 
aesthetic, social and ethical being directly indi- 
rectly upon the significance the symbolic process. 

Man not merely the only creature who can talk, 
but, fact, the only being which unable not 
talk. The human need conceptualize and express 
ideas real and intense the bodily needs which 
share with the generality the animal kingdom. 
Human infants are the only babblers—the only in- 
fants which feel and express the need for verbal play. 
Physiologists have argued that speech 
function secondary development, since all our 
vocal organs have other immediate 
functions. Our vocal cords, for example, are essential 
value for closing the trachea keep foreign 
substances out the lungs. Similarly, the mouth, 
teeth, lips and nasal passages all serve biological needs 
more immediately essential maintaining life than 
speech. However true this mechanistic theory may 
be, the fact remains that beyond and above the de- 
mands physical sustenance man has undeniable 


need fulfill his destiny symbolizing and uttering 


ideas. this man differs vitally from the animals 
which only attract mates, warn danger 
signal the presence food. 


THE COMMON FACTOR 

All through recorded history realized 
the special significance speech. The earliest or- 
ganized schools, Syracuse, Athens, and Rome, were 
organized schools speech. Such primitive 
cieties have been studied have been found have 
speech characteristics correlated with 
modes development. our present-day highly di- 
versified universities, departments speech have 
been organized help students solve the extremely 
varied needs for special skills: from the comprehensible 
articulation specific speech sounds, the methods 
conducting group discussions and the formulation 
persuasive appeals. all the varied needs for 
speech, however, the emphasis found rest not 
organism, but upon such pervasive inclusive 
factors the following: 

Thought processes adequate for the discovery, 

selection, evaluation and organization data; 

Ethical standards suited both maintain and ad- 

vance the social good; 

Fluency and precision the use oral language; 

Clarity and correctness articulation 

nunciation 

Balanced over emotions and attitudes; 

Ability manage the voice; 

Skill gestural and postural symbolization; 

Adaptation socially dynamic situations; 

Ability interpret and respond the symbolized 

meanings others; 

Expertness the composition appropriate forms 

speech; 

Evaluative circular responses 

exerted others. 

Symbolization evident the common factor 
present all the interrelated skills speech, Each 
the skills directed its own particular method 
toward the general goal uttering concepts and seek- 
ing through them express truly the meaning 
the speaker. Often additional immediate purpose 
influence the thinking feeling one more 
listeners. 

The communicative process, however, far 
complex and difficult mastered fully any 
combination skills. For one thing, meanings cannot 
‘transferred’ from one mind another, but can 
only ‘stirred up.’ The distance between ideas en- 
tertained speaker and the ideas which are aroused 
through his speech the minds listeners gulf 
which never can wholly bridged. This why the 
best talkers always has yet much more learn.

John Milton wrote about one whose look “drew 
audience and attention still night summer’s 
noontide Perhaps Daniel Webster among speakers 
modern times came closest achieving this effect 
upon his hearers without uttering word. Most 
must win attention and interest less through de- 
meanor than through the imaginative and interesting 
handling our materials. this process will 
guided appreciation what speech people have 
called elements attention. These are nine number 
—each quality speech material which seizes 
the spontaneous attention and interest the listener. 


THE VITAL 


This element, its very nature, makes the speech 
life and death concern the hearer. must 
any address lest the auditor’s reaction what?” 
Few orators history have faced, and met, the chal- 
lenge more vital speaking situations than Winston 
Churchill. Note the vigor his style the following 
well-known passages: 

these present days dwell strangely and pre- 
cariously under the shield, and will even say pro- 
tection, the atomic bomb. The atomic bomb 
still only the hands state and nation which 
know will never use except the cause right 
and freedom. But may very well that few 
years this awful agency destruction will wide- 
spread and the catastrophe following from its use 
several warring nations will not only bring end 
all that call civilization but 
disintegrate the globe itself. 

What thoughtful audience anywhere could in- 
different this awful declaration? 

ANIMATION 

Everybody has seen kitten respond the sud- 
den movement ball twine dozing pup 
come alive darting moth. Humans are less 
attentive activity the style speech. This 
element evident the progression ideas and 
the use active verbs. The compelling quality 
Alfred Tennyson’s animated style manifest this 
selection: 

touch, kiss! The charm was snapt.

Many persons who address public group experience 
uncontrolled tensions which vitiate their presentations 
and prevent them from achieving the successful re- 
sponse which they deserve. These 
speak fluently conversational situations; but under 
the pressure created large strange audience, 
they become muddled and ineffective. 

the public speaker, may able mitigate some 
its harassing influences upon us. The internal symp- 
toms are created the physiological and chemical 
changes which occur when the glands pour hormones 
into the bloodstream. great deal energy sudden- 
available because our metabolism (body fuel con- 
sumption) has increased markedly. almost feel 
want fight run. The heartbeat faster and 
stronger; blood pressure rises; body temperature in- 
creases; the face often flushes; and there increased 
perspiration. experience strange sensations the 
area the stomach; digestion stops; and muscles tense. 

The internal manifestations stage fright may pro- 
duce certain external reactions such unnecessary 
restless movements random activity which are not 
related the speaker’s ideas, rapid rate speech with 
few pauses, lack facial expression, high-pitched 


voice, muscular vibrations such quivering knees, 


poor eye contact with the audience, rapid and shallow 
breathing and confused expression ideas. You may 
recognize several these symptoms characteristic 
your own difficulties. 


much for evidence stage fright. What can you 


about it? The following suggestions are practical 
therapy which has proved helpful students public 


speaking for many years. They can assist you, too. 
Our purpose not eliminate fear but rather con- 
trol it. 


You may somewhat disappointed learn that 


the tensions and anxieties which you experience before 
audience will probably never completely disappear. 
They may decrease somewhat even become greater, 
but you will probably always have them. The most 


experienced entertainers stage, motion pictures, and 


television admit that each time they perform stage 


fright returns. Judy Garland, Lily Pons, and Sarah 
Bernhardt testified that got worse they acquired 
fame and experience. The professional entertainer, 


however, has learned manage his fears. can hide 
them from the audience because has learned control. 
Regard stage fright blessing not curse. 

Many professional public personalities avow that 
fear ever should disappear, their careers would 
end. The point they are making that without the 
added impetus and stimulation provided tension and 
anxiety, they could not give their best performances. 
Once they have learned control it, stage fright be- 
comes asset because works for them rather than 
against them. Not only great acting and singing, but 
also excellent speaking and athletic performances have 
been given under the pressure provided large audi- 
ences. Football teams have been known play ex- 
ceptionally well under the added strain champion- 
ship contests before huge audiences. 

Choose subjects which you have deep interest and 
strong conviction. 

Forget about yourself. concerned with communi- 
cating your message the audience. Effective speak- 
ers convey the impression that distinct privilege 
for them discuss their ideas public. They are 


deeply concerned with the inseparable combination 
subject and audience evidenced direct eye contact 


with their listeners and sincere enthusiastic concern 


for the thoughts expressed. contrast, inexperienced 
speakers are constantly worrying about themselves 


during the speech. 
possible, select subject which has been part 
your life. your advantage draw examples 


and illustrations from personal experience. sure, 


original research and investigation are indispensable 


aspects sound speech preparation; but some 
the material can come from your own life experiences, 
you will appear have personal stake the ad- 


dress. will sound less like oral report and more 


your speech. addition, you will find 


possible concerned with subject which you 
are involved. Active interest your topic will enable 
you forget yourself and present the speech with 
greater confidence. 


Prepare thoroughly for your speech.

Speak public often possible. 


forcing yourself again and again 
thing that you fear, you can often gradually reduce 
the tensions produced that situation. Psychologists 
suggest that timid individuals who lack confidence 


should seek job interviews, return purchases de. 


partment stores, question arguments which appear 
lack evidence, ask questions public situations, 
and take door-to-door selling job. your case, 
you are speaker who suffers from stage fright, speak 


public whenever you can. Accept all opportunities 


head committees and discussions, volunteer 
the secretary such groups, because that means 
you will read the minutes. willing make an- 
nouncements before organizations solicit be- 


half charity The public-speaking situation 
for you will lose some its disabling capacity you 
force yourself into often enough. What will really 


happen, course, that you will gain greater control 
yourself. The impelling excitement, hope, will 


never gone; but will eventually work for you 


instead against you. Becase it, you will stimu- 
lated personally enthusiastic, dynamic, and 
vitally concerned with your audience. 

Don’t discouraged failure.

SPEECH TEACHERS AND HUMAN RELATIONS 
The question, then, How can best teach 
these things? How can sure that the right 


words will used, that our students will develop 


right and proper attitudes and motives? Un- 


fortunately, the traditional precepts rhetoric offer 
too little help. They are concerned, as, Aristotle has 
observed, with continuous discourse directed toward 
collection listeners. Their major with

Teaching the traditional rhetoric adds too little 
the student’s ability communicate one-to-one, 
face-to-face situation which good human relations 
are dominant factor.

democratic group action. The weakness the method 


may two-fold. the one hand may teach 
about human relations, with little effect the actual 


behavior the student, the other may 


result some automatic improvement group 
with resulting loss applying specific 
principles person-to-person situations. 

Many teachers prefer use case incident 
technique, which analyze and discuss the 


situations which others have found themselves and 


the manner their behaving and speaking. This may 
well provide some insight into behavior patterns, but 
requires adequate supply good cases and some 
skill using the methodology. not unrelated 


role playing method modifying student 


behavior, but the role playing technique likewise 


requires both workable collection situations of- 
fering roles and teacher skilled using the dra-

THE DALE CARNEGIE METHOD 


used today, the Dale Carnegie method 
teaching human relations actually five-step pro- 
cedure, although these steps are not recognized 
discrete units the literature instruction. The first

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Carnegie system this does not prove difficult 


problem, because most students enroll for the classes 


with deep desire for self-inprovement, and because 
the group the classes themselves in- 
tensifies the original desire. Motivation might well 
the major problem, however, attempting apply 


the Carnegie technique required training, such 
public school industrial classes. 

Carnegie students are next supplied with simple, 
stimulating, and effective handbook human re- 


lations—the widely-known How Win Friends and 


People. This was built out the original 


Carnegie course the methodology was developed. 
truth wise and concise statement 
principles, although the illustrative material now 


somewhat out date. Nevertheless more ef- 


fective text human relations than most the 


comparable books the academic market, regardless 
the attitude many academicians toward it. This 
book presents the students set operating 
principles applied, under the guise 


Third, the students are sent out apply the 


principles. the assignment each student urged 
use the principle feels most commonly 
violates, thus beginning with his weakest point. 
Students are instructed write the principle 


card, carry this card with them daily, and try 


use the principle for period least two weeks. 


They are told return class and make two- 
minute speech recounting specific experience each 
has had applying the chosen principle. 


The speech itself forms the fourth step the 
method. Each student delivers the speech, and the 


fact that usually able recount 
experience which has applied principle 
effective human relations merely motivates him 
try again. Success breeds success. Furthermore,

self-improvement. 


Finally, the instructors use care during the public 


speaking sessions urge students apply the rules

The Carnegie method, then, operates from both 


precept and example, and offers challenge and 
creates pride accomplishment. Each experience re-

Students learn say 
more nearly the right words the right tones and 
the right time because they have unconsciously

both the elementary and secondary level will 
taught many instances directly television. 

Why not? What does the discipline fear what 
waiting for? there are not sufficient numbers 


man the trenches, why not man the loudspeakers? 
The few, then, can best teach the many and the 
same time influence the public believe the im- 
portance the discipline. Why aren’t there more 


teachers willing make use what quite obviously 
second great opportunty. 

The individual important the elementary and 
secondary schools. Even though may rapidly lose 
his individuality the world after the completion 
his formal education, important long 
remains school. order give each individual 
equal opportunity the schools, the State New 
York offers help those who have handicaps 
speech and hearing. the basis recent changes 
certification requirements, and the basis 
planned program financial aid, the speech and 
hearing handicapped child can expect individual help 
with his problems. seems fairly safe predict 
then that programs for the speech and hearing handi- 
capped will expanded throughout the State the 
coming years. 


But there are problems ahead for the speech and 
hearing group within the discipline.

American society. And society moves toward 


one-to-one communications system, the decoder must 


obtain exactly the same signal, logical manner, 
that sent the encoder. must not disturbed 
cross talk superimposed symbols. 


Speech education, includes dramatics, will turn 


its attention from perfection performance the 
drama the use the drama therapeutic device. 
this mass world, the individual strives retain his 


identity society. leads that “quiet life des- 


peration”; needs outlet for his 


ciety danger from those frustrated actors who are 
acting their way through real-life situations. Society 
need not fear those who can act out their frustrations 


the stage. put the problem another way, society 


does need fear those who act out their frustrations 
the work-a-day world, whether these so-called actors 
juvenile delinquents dictators. Speech teachers 
must devise some means identifying those would-be 


and helping confine their act- 


ing the stage helping them make use 
dramatic experiences therapeutic device. 
Unless the speech discipline can devise effective, 


objective measures speech competence, unless 


the discipline can provide effective measures type 


which can used teachers largely untrained 
speech, speech questions will not included state 
examinations, local school examinations.

Mr. Freudenreich’s first prediction was that, in- 


creasingly, Speech must taught the schools 
persons fully qualified Speech, English, and the 
science communication. the whole agree, but 
for our profession the first term prediction 


raises sticky question: What qualified 


Speech? the modern mosaic that called edu- 
cation, which the designs the pattern are 
called Speech?

Some 
the Speech therapists are likely say, “We 


are one the public services,” “We are one 


the mosaic patterns called Science.” Having

found this out the other day when comparing how 


the editors the Merriam-Webster 
changed their definition art between the 1926 
and 1951 editions their Collegiate Dictionary. 
their 1951 edition they chose add some new, and 


suppose clarifying, words. For the help they can

Imbued with the 
doctrine that teach Speech teach the nature 
Speaking-Listening Man and his works, see our 


committee issuing pronouncements with striking 


sequences. Among other things, the committee seems 


declaring: 
That the norms for influential and effective 
speech are always primarily situational and, 
consequence, the doctrine “correctness” 


has place the judgment speech be- 
havior.

Such declaration might undermine some kinds 
instruction about English phonetics, voice usage, and 
delivery general; but the declaration would 


true the realities human response 


behavior. 


see our committee earnestly declaring that: 
Speech behavior laboriously learned the 
human organism matures, and the learning 
processes are subject such disturbances 


can leave permanent semipermanent 


scars. 
That this true, true, and with what con- 
sequences, knowledge citizen can safely lack 
long X-rays, cosmic rays, atomic fall-out 


leave human kind reproductive. seem hear our 


committee insisting that this “content” about the 


laborious and dangerous processes which speech 
acquired must have important place whatever 
education fairly called Speech. 


Our committee, devoted the proposition that 
Speech the study Speaking-Listening Man and 


his works, seems also making another--a revolu- 

tionary--declaration. seem hear them saying: 
importance whatever, except they furnish 
convenient ways organizing speaking-list- 
ening relationships for more precise study 
and control. 

This the pronouncement that would undermine 

virtually all that now said about Speech the 

New York State syllabuses. There, Speech described

plays, and the like. But hear the new editorial 
committee assuring Mr. Freudenreich that was 
right when said the study Speech more 


serious business than the telephone interview can ever 
suggest. 


shall take only one more illustrative reading 
from crystal ball. 
The ultimate question about speech and 
speech behavior, the classroom out 


it, must always be: “What was that hap- 
pened between Speaker and Listener?” and 
“Why?” 
this pronouncement the committee seems anxious 
remind that whatever fails shed light the 
problems their questions represent best tangential 


the study Speech. 


this accepting the proposition that our subject 
the nature Speaking-Listening Man his 
works, think our profession would sweepingly re- 


vamp speech and drama portions the New York 


State English syllabuses. They would also render 


obsolete most textbooks Speech written for the 
schools. There could sadder events than either 
these. 


One blessing devotion the basic proposition 
I’m proposing would that teachers who claim 
profess dramatics only, debate only, discussion only, 


public speaking only, oral interpretation only 


speech correction only—these teachers would become 


anachronisms their own time. fervently believe 
that none among us—including Carroll Arnold—is 
without debilitating parochialisms needing shed 
the interests wiser, more constructive 


tions teach Speech. foresee new generation 


speech teachers who would put all refurbishing 
our weapons, may borrow the figure Carl 
Freudenreich applied speech and hearing therapists 
only. not true that divine the nature Man 


Speaking and Man Listening challenge enough 
attract the very best young minds? 


But all this prophecy and idealism. Enough 
it. take pride pragmatism, let crass 
for few minutes. Our good friend dared both 


heretical and crass. Have not equal rights? 


Were all our efforts and professions focused upon 


knowing and revealing others the nature speech 
behavior and human response speech, think the 
theory that whoever can talk can teach Speech would 


quickly liquidated. were establish once 


and for all that believe teaching Speech, not 


just activities that happen use speech, would there 
not arise suspicion that for this kind teaching 
exclusive study English and American literature 


insufficient qualification? think would not 


long, either, until those who must teach elemental 
truths about speech behavior the lower grades dis- 
cerned that they must qualify themselves directly 
for this assignment, just they now fortify them- 
selves with special knowledge teach reading. 


Professing the study Speaking-Listening Man

Freudenreich with some those objective measures 
speech competence for which asked. make 
but one, partial, suggestion here. think might 


want establish with the test-makers the truth that 


one objective way measuring speech competence

into the act?” What have some other studies say

review speech literature the past thirty- 
five years shows interesting evolution the atten- 
tion business and industrial speaking. That col- 
leges and universities were sensitive the growing 


demands business evidenced Yeager’s article 
1929.' said that the increasing interest public 
speaking shown business and industry provoked 


closer examination the academic curriculum and, 


instead the traditional rhetorical forms speeches, 
argued for speeches instructions, oral reports, 
sales talks, promotional talks, good-will talks, discuss- 
ion policy, and inspirational talks. also highly 
recommended the personal conference valuable

Harold Zelko reported the results survey 
early 1951 which brings mid-century.

case study analyzed single company’s 
communication processes means questionnaires 
supplemented with interviews. discovered that 
most supervisors are oriented and soon 


classified his respondents into “regulars” and 


regulars.” The typical supervisor was associated with 
many the communication breakdowns. Ross found 
also that these irregulars depended the grapevine 
for their information and that eight out nine 
them said that they didn’t hold regular meetings 


staff members.

can said that 62.1 per cent the final test 


sample confirmed the alternative items 
the first test while 60.5 per cent confirmed those 
the second test.

percentages are transformed into attitude test scores, 
could say that, the whole, the sample tested had 
more favorable than unfavorable attitude toward 
these principles. interesting sidelight these 
scores that one month after representatives one 
participating company had made one the lowest 
average scores the test, their company went 
strike. would certainly make claims for the 
predictability this test for such breakdowns 
industrial relations, but think might 
useful thermometer areas showing symptoms 


ill-health. 


wanted also determine what the relationship 
was between attitude test scores and the five factors 
size company, level management, age, years 
management experience, and number people 
under supervision, and discovered that significant 


difference occurred with the factors size company 
and level management. appeared this study 
that the larger the company, the higher (or more 
favorable) was the attitude test score. Also, the 
higher the level management, the higher the test 
score, Finally, there were significant differences 


found for the factors age, years management 


experiences, number people supervised. other 
words, according the results this limited study, 
person’s attitude test score cannot attributed
